NUTS FOR GOEBEL TO CRACK.

Colonel W. €. P. Breckinridge Invokes the Law
in Behalf of Honest Elections.

Colonel W, C, P. Breckinreldge has an shle
editarial In The Herald ealling upon good eltf
#eh4 1o unive with the Honest Election League |
to hunt down snd puoish violators of the
EBlection Law In Lexington and Fayetie
couuty. He says that growing out of the
election are seversl questions that ought to
be judiciully settied o view of the migerable
contentions by which hundreds of voters
were dented the privilege of voting. Thes
guestions aro as follows:

1. Uader any clroumstances oan
legnliy be four elegtion offlcers at the same
polls beloogibg to the same party? Does not |
the lnw require that in the selection of aubstl-
tutes the rule that the elevtion officers mum
b divided shall be foliowed? Ingeversal Pre
olncts of this vity and county there were only
Dewmoeratic officinle. Such & ocondition is not
ouly prima facls evidence of contempiated |
feaud, not ouly presents (ilegal appearances

there |

and gives rise to gruve susplcions, but it 1s
porhaps a violation of law and evidenee of |
conspiracy 1o do wrony.

2. Are parties whoge tickels are placed
upon tho offeial baliot by petition éntitied to
challengers and Inspectors at the pallsf We
can hardly restrain within proper bounda the
expression of our contemptuous indigaation
#t those who copcelved aud ordered the ox-
clusgion of the Brown challengers and Ingpee-
tors, sud those who slavishly and shamelcssly
obeyed the orders sont out by their muster |
This question was settiod by precodents in
Keotucky from the act of 1582 up to the prl‘&-i
ent time, and particalarly by the elections of
1808 and 1897, It was legally decided by Judge
Hodge v a cuse properly before him, which
declsion was not superceded wod still stands.
